4—Low money rates in the United 
States and higher rates in London 
nided in stimulating the flow of 
American funds abroad and encour- 
aged withdrawal of European funds 
placed here for safety during and after 
the war. 

5—Rising prices here narrowed the 
margin between British and American 
price levels and sent the American 
prices to about par with those in 
Holland, Switzerland and Sweden, 
consequently cheapening the dollar.

Re-Distribution of Gold 
Stocks Seen by Experts 


Washington, January 11.—Govern- 


ment experts again have turned their 
attention to a study of the world gold 
movement and some of them now fore- 
see a pronounced elackening in future 
receipts in the United States and, pos- 
sibly a redistribution of the world gold 
stocks. 


Students of the subject pre agreed, 
it was said at the treasury, that a 
renewed confidence of European in- 
vestors in their domestic currencies is 
manifest and the trend of the gold 
movement is regarded as giving fur- 
ther evidence of restored economic 
health in most nations. 

The recession in gold imports by 
the United States in the late summer 
and fall, was emphasized in December 
when, for the first time since August, 
1920, gold exports from the United 
States exceeded ihe imports. Officials 
believe that the adverse balance in 
the movement cannot be iinmediately 
serious to a nation holding two-thirde 
of the world stocks, but the condition 
nevertheless has caused study ag to its 
importance. 

Officials of the federal reserve 
board have concluded that one of the 
chief causes of the recession in gold 
shipments to this country is found in 
the withdrawal by Germany of gold 
to be used as reserves in the reichs- 
bank which, under the new arrange- 
ment, must have 40 per cent reserve 


The reserve Ikard officials also 
mentioned the heavy call for gold in 
India in the latter half of 1924. Its 
trade balance unusually favorable, In- 
dia demanded anid received more gold 
than hitherto has been shipped there, 
with the consequence that important 
takings of newly-produced metal was 
consigned direct from the south Af- 
rican fields, and did not figure in the 
American statistics. 

The reserve board in its monthly 
review of business conditions, made 
public today, contends that neither 
the movement to Jrdia nor the exeese 
of exports over imports in the United 
States is proof that the general in- 
fluences that brought heavy gold ship- 
ments to this country in the last four 
years has been chenged. It regards 
the condition as s‘gnificant, however, 
in connection with the situation in 
American finances. chiefly a factor 
in the increased demand here for fed- 
eral reserve bank credit.” 

Increases in the last six months in 
the requirements for reserve balances 
at the reserve banks and for currency, 
in contrast to conditions in 1923, came 
at a time when the gold imports were 
not sufficient to meet the demand. The 
total net imports last year were not 
materially less, but the reserve board 
officials explained that the in-bound 
shipments were highter in the last half 
than in the first six months of the 
year, the decline in imports coincid- 


eral. Favorable action on both is 
expected. 

In line with the promotion of Am- 
bassador Kellogg, the president is un- 
derstood to have in mind the ad- 
vancement of Ambassador Houghton 
at Berlin, to the court of St. James. 
With such a policy carried to a logical 
conclusion, there would be a general 
advancement of those in the diplomatic 
service, 

Herrick Doesn’t Want Post. 

Although Ambassador Herrick at 
Paris might be considerad next in 
line for the London post, the undcer- 
standing here is that he prefers to te- 
main at the French capital, where he 
has had many years of service. More- 
over, his desire for early retirement 
from the diplomatic corps has been re- 
ported. 

Besides Ambassador Houghton, oth- 
ers whose names are mentioned in 
connection with the ambassadorship 
to Great Britain are Ambassador 
Fletcher, at Rome: Under-Secretary 
of State Grew; Solicitor James M. 
Beck, and Senator Medill McCormick, 
of Illinois, who retires from the sen- 
ate on March 4. 

Before that date, other Ghanges in 
the cabinet are in prospect. Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Gore must retire 
on or before March 4 to become gov- 
ernor of West Virginia, to which office 
he was elected last November, and 
Secretary of Labor Davis has asked 
to be retired at that time, although he 
may accede to the executive's request 
that he remain. 

With the retirement of 
Hughes, there will remain only four 
of the ten cabinet officers who began 
Service in the Harding administration.
